IT*S DONE WITH MIRRORS 


—and with many another stock device employed by the masters of legerdemain: 
its effectiveness in the field of propaganda being attested by the fact that million 
of supposedly intelligent people who could, and often do, discharge their civic duty 
creditably as jurors in local court trials, lose their mental balance and seem in- 
capable of weighing the evidence concerning the larger, controversial issues of the 
day. They are made to believe that black is white, good is evil and vice versa,and 
to accept as historical truth gross distortions of fact that could not stand expos- 
ure to the light of logic and reason. 

Don't ask me howf In both these realms of illusion I am as mystified as any 
other in the spellbound audience, but stubbornly refuse to believe that the lady is 
really sawed in half, that the Floating Princess really floats on air, that the 
Vanishing Vamp truly disappears into the same thin air. OR that Adolf Hitler's al- 
leged chopping blocks, gas chambers and roasting ovens actually claimed the lives of 
the celebrated Six Million Jews whose availability for slaughter was contingent on . 
the efficacy of multiplying magic applied to the 540,000 to 600,000 Jews who by all 
accounts, including Jewish figures, comprised the Jewish population of Germany in 
the pre-fitler Cra. 

Now and then Jewish leaders make the most amazing admissions that contradict 
the big lies they have circulated for years—this, for example, in the New Orleans 
Times, Picayune of June 10, 1958: ‘Iwo Jewish leaders said here Monday that a re= 
surgence of anti-Semitism in Germany is subjecting Jews there to a new wave of 
violence and abuses. David H. White of Houston, Texas, publisher of the Jewish Di- 
gest and the Jewish Herald-Voice, warned that members of a *Neo-Nazi* movement are 
manipulating for control of local government,.‘t And then comes the sensational ad- 
mission: "The publisher estimated that there are some 45,000 Jews living in Germany 
today. These, he said, are all that remain of a community of 600,000 that existed 
before the rise of Adolf Hitler." (Whence came the 6,000,0007) 

Such inadvertant admissions come too late, The lie of the martyred Six Million 
has been circulating as legal tender too long to be challenged at this late date, 
although in the beginning the promoters of one of the greatest frauds of all time 
may have asked themselves dubiously, "Will the stupid Goyim buy it?" In the par- 
lance of the day we "“bought't that colossal hoax at the price of our dead and wounded 
of World War Two and surrender of national independence to the overriding authority 
of the U.N. We did it at the cost, too, of national dishonor in joining with the

a room by reflecting it in a mirror," you read in timely tips on interior decora- 
tion carried in the Modern Living section of your Sunday paper; "There is no end to 
illusions mirrors can create in your home; they will magnify the area and add 
vistas as you move about the room, Need another window? You can create one by locat-— 
ing a mirror where it will catch the reflection of an outdoor view..." 

The question of how many propaganda mirrors, reflecting the reflection of the 
reflection of the oft—told tale of the horrors of Dachau and Buchenwald, have been 
brought into play over the years to conjure up the six million wraiths that haunt 
the vicinity of Jewry's wai wall staggers the imagination as we skim the kosher 
press and note the frequency with which it rings with the wails "The six million 
Jewish martyrs of the Nazi holocaust...The slaughter of our blessed Six Million....
